MISSOURI  VALLEY  COLLEGE  TO  THE  SYNOD 
OF  MISSOURI,  OF  THE  CUMBERLAND  PRES- 
BYTERIAN CHURCH,  IN  SESSION  AT  ODESSA, 
MO.,  OCTOBER  lo,   1905. 


Dear  Brethren:  It  is  with  deepest  gratitude  that  we 
record  our  recognition  of  divine  favor  during  the  past 
year. 

It  was  with  fear  and  trembHng  that  we  entered  on 
the  year's  work.  It  was  a  good  year  so  far  as  the  at- 
tendance and  progress  of  the  student-body  were  con- 
cerned; our  misgivings  arose  from  another  source. 

The  small  tuition  fees  which  are  charged  are  never 
sufficient  to  meet  the  expense  of  giving  proper  modern 
college  instruction  to  our  over  two  hundred  students. 

The  gradual  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest  on  our 
endowment  funds  from  eight  to  six  per  cent,  cut  down 
our  income  from  that  source  so  as  to  embarrass  the 
operation  of  the  college. 

However,  the  standard  was  maintained  and  the 
work  was  efficiently  but  economically,  done,  until  with 
the  coming  of  spring,  when  there  came  a  new  vital  air 
and  cheerful  expectancy  with  the  proposition  to  add 
to  the  resources  and  equipment  of  the  college,  $80,000. 
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The  proposition  concerning  the  largest  benefaction 
the  college  has  ever  had,  was  made  by  the  donor,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  a  called  meeting 
of  the  Board,  on  April  6,   1905. 

It  is  self-explanatory,  and  is  as  follows: 
"On  the  condition  that  the  citizens  of  Marshall, 
Missouri,  will  by  September  i,  1905,  give  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars  either  to  the  permanent 
endowment  fund  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  or  partly 
to  build  the  boiler  house  plant  hereinafter  stated, 
and  by  said  date  said  college  raise  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  ($40,000)  dollars  additional  new  money,  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  stated  and  no  other, 
I  will  pay  to  erect  for  said  college  a  chapel,  library 
and  music  building  to  cost,  including  seating  of  the 
chapel  and  gallery,  and  wiring,  piping  and  radiators  for 
said  new  building  to  be  at  least  one  hundred  and  twenty 
long  by  sixty  feet  wide,  not  to  exceed  in  cost  thirty 
thousand  ($30,000)  dollars,  the  plans  and  specifications 
therefor  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  trustees 
and  the  president  of  said  college,  said  chapel,  library 
and  music  building  to  be  contracted  for  by  said  college 
and  to  be  built  by  it  under  the  supervision  of  a  build- 
ing committee  appointed  by  said  board  of  trustees; 
conditioned  further  that  a  suitable,  proper  and  cred- 
itable building  for  the  purpose  and  of  a  size  aforesaid 
can  be  completed  free  from  liens  and  debts  for  not 
exceeding  the  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
1  to  be  under  no  obligations,  however,  to  pay  more  than 
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the  actual  suitable  and  credited  on  the  account  thereof 
with  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  already  paid 
by  me  to  the  treasurer  of  said  college  and  also  with 
any  interest  derived  or  accrued  before  said  sum  is 
expended  on  said  building. 

"The  above  mentioned  sum  of  forty  thousand 
($40,000)  dollars  to  be  expended  for  the  follovvdng 
purposes :  ( i )  a  suitable  boiler  house  plant  to  heat  the 
present  college,  Birkhead  Dormitory  and  said  new 
chapel,  library  and  music  building,  if  the  $10,000,  first 
above  mentioned,  is  not  used  for  or  shall  not  be  suffi- 
cient to  complete  the  same  free  from  liens  or  debt. 

(2)  To  move  the  chapel  and  library  in  the  present 
college  building  to  said  new  building,  making  such 
changes  in  the  present  college  building  as  may  be 
proper  on  account  of  such  removal,  providing  a  record 
vault  and  furnishing  the  new  chapel,  library,  music, 
reading  and  toilet  rooms. 

"(3)  All  the  remainder  of  the  said  forty  thousand 
dollars  to  the  permanent  endowment  fund  of  said 
college. 

"And  the  further  condition  that  this  proposition 
be  complied  with  in  such  time  that  the  building  of 
said  chapel,  library  and  music  building  can  be  begun 
by  September  10,   1905." 

After  mature  and  prayerful  deliberation,  the  propo- 
sition of  the  donor  was  accepted  unanimously  and 
heartily. 

The  president  of  the  college  was  instructed  to  take, 
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the  field  to  raise  the  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The 
members  of  the  Board  promised  hearty  cooper- 
ation. 

Five  months  after,  September  5,  1905,  the  Board 
met  again  at  the  college.  After  reviewing  the  situa- 
tion most  critically,  the  donor  declared  his  satisfaction 
with  the  subscriptions  covering  the  ten  thousand 
dollar  condition  of  Marshall  and  also  the  forty  thou- 
sand outside  condition. 

It  was  then  officially  declared  that  the  conditions 
were  met  and  that  the  building  proposed  should  be 
erected  as  speedily  as  is  consistent  with  good  work- 
manship. 

The  architect  of  the  new  buildings  is  R.  M.  Milli- 
gan,  of  St.  Louis. 

The  building  committee  is:  William  H.  Black,  Geo. 
H.  Althouse,  Peter  H.  Rea,  John  C.  Cobb  and  Adam 
Swisher.  The  contractor  is .  It  is  ex- 
pected that  we  shall  have  the  use  of  the  new  heating 
plant  this  coming  winter,  and  that  "Stewart  Chapel" 
will  be  ready  for  dedication  next  commencement. 

These  new  additions  of  buildings,  improvements 
and  money  will  be  distributed  as  follows: 

•Stewart  Chapel $30,000 

•         Boiler  house 10,000 

New  furniture,  vault,  etc 5,000 

-Increased  endowment 35,ooo 

I  Total $80,000 
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It  is  important  to  remember  that  the  new  endow- 
ment fund  bears  interest  from  September  i,  1905,  at 
six  per  cent,  so  that  our  income  will  be  augmeilted  by 
$2,100. 

It  would  be  pleasant  to  record  the  name  of  the 
donor  and  to  say  becoming  things  about  his  bene- 
faction; it  would  be  agreeable,  also,  to  record  the 
names  of  the  friends  who  by  labor  and  gifts  have 
made  available  this  substantial  addition  to  the  equip- 
ment and  resources  of  Missouri  Valley  College;  but 
the  request  of  the  principal  donor,  who  was  the  mov- 
ing spirit  in  this  great  enterprise,  must  be  regarded 
and  his  name  withheld. 

It  would  hardly  be  consistent  to  mention  other 
names  when  his  is  not  made  public.  God  knows, 
and  we  know,  and  for  the  present  let  that  suffice.
